G, Brady's abilities to amuse an 
audienos there is now little need to 
write. Since coming to the Colony, he 
has installed himself as the premier co- 
misal vocalist. Lust night, he gave an 
example of his ability as a reciter. ‘Mr 
Montpelier’s Revitation,’ even with all thefan 
Mr Brady was able to import into it, was, 
however, too long drawn out for an sudience 
anzious to see the principal attraction of 
the evening. Suceessfal ashe was in his 
recitation, ho was mora than successful in hia 
songe, and it was only after he had appear- 
ed and modeatly suggested that somebody else 
shonld have a chances that he waa allowed to 
quit the stage. 

The ‘twenty minutes with Mias Adair and 
Mr Vanderlip in a comedy aketeh; mirth, 
molody and dancing,’ wero filled up agree” 
ably, but the broadly burleaquesketch was 
little too American for the mixed andience, 
Howaver, it gave Misa Adair a chance to 
exhibit sume clever dancing.

NAVAL NEWS FROM ENGLAND. 


A Parliamentary paper, recently issued 
on the motion of Lord George Aamilton, 
shows the number of sea-going war-ships in 
commission, iu reserve, and building, the 
naval expenditara, tonnage of mercantile 
marine, aud value of seaborne commeros of 
various countries in 1893. It shows that 
lost year Great Britai had*in commission 
twenty-four battle-ships, while France bad 
aighteon, Russia five, Germany eight, and 
Italy vine. Of raisers armoured and un- 
‘armoured Britain had sixty-seven, o» 
against thirty-one belonging to Franaa, cix 
to Russia, thirteen to Germany, live to Italy, 
ten to Spain, thirtaon to the United States, 
twalve to China, and seventeen to Japan. 
Of ‘other sbips not being torpedo- 
beats’ England is certified o8 possessing 
eighty-one, France having  tweuty-four, 
Russia pine. Germany six, Italy fourte 
Spain fifty, the United States elevon, China 
forty-eight and Japan ten, 
heading of reserves, England is aradited 
with fifteen battleshipa in reserve, France 
with nine, Russia with two, Germany with 
seven and Italy with Bve, England also is 
shown to have in reserve fourteen coast 
defence shipa and fitty-five cruisers, a5 
compared with, respectively, ten and eighteen 
possessed by Franca, fourteen and neven by 
Russia, and thirteen and filteen by G-r- 
nany, Summarising theae atatistica of sra- 
going vessels in commission and in resorro, 
the return shows that Great Britain 
hos a total of 812 abips, while 
Freore has 129, Ruseia seventy, and 
Garmacy and Italy sixty-eight.

the Empire, Unquestionably among the 
population generally the present Goverament 
is unpopular owing to the nominal protes- 
tion eecorded to foreigners and the pucith- 
menta inflicted upon those who have killed 
or insulted Europeans, The proclamations 
from Pekin are frequently disregatded, and 
the officers and soldiers of the regular army 
show no disposition to interfere when out- 
rages are being committed. Still, to long as 
there isa Government at Pekin, some ros- 
troint can be placed upon the fanatical 
sedtions of the populace, and the Troaty 
Porta may ba considared in no great danger. 
Butif the present dynasty should crumble to 
pico, ae it may do in case of a Japanose 
advance on Pekin, the position will ba chang- 
ed asif by magic. No European would be 
aafe from nitack, aod the settlements.at the 
porta might be threatened by those savage 
mobs who have occasionally appeared on (he 
soene and shown their detestation of the 
* foreign devils.’ ‘The varios Kuropean Po- 
wera and the United States would have but 
ecanty time in which to provide for the 
aafety of their subjects in China, aud, ia

THE BIBLE AND THE MONUMENTS. 


WHAT 18 PROVED AND WHAT 3d NOT. 

{o the Edinburgh Review a writer ondeas 
vours to sum up the net reault of the addi. 
tionto uur knowledge by the recent dis- 
covories of tablets and monamenta which 
throw light upon the Old Testiment 
history, The reviewer says that the 
external aources .of confirmation for the 
History of Igrael have become numerous 
and conclusive, but probably we do not’ pos- 
seas mtenth of tho information which will 
hereafter be gathered by proseonting the 
same lino-of research. Hoa is careful, how- 
ever, to warn ua’ {hat the discoveries up to 
the present time aro far from verifying the 
whole of the Biblo yorrative ; — 

‘ Bat it is necessary ta bé entirely honest in 
stating what the monaments do tot record, 
and in ostimating the character of the le- 
gends which we mest in ouneiform tablets, 
The Aeayriang, like the -Hebrews, belioved 
in an underworld of the dead, and in angel 
messengora from heaven, They, too, had 


reamed and seers; they saw visions, and 


reamed dreams. They told wonderful tales 
of miragles which the gods had wrought itt 
the former days, though these never enter 
into the contemporary hiatory of their vic- 
tories, Tho Persians believed in ancient 
heroes who orossad great rivers dryshod ; in 
a prophet who received from God a Divine 
Law on theaummit of the Holy Mount; and 
in other heroes-at whose command the aun 
atood étill'in Heaven, We read of thoso 
things: in the-Avesta; and in Later Persian 
works we reat of n future Messiah, of a Ra. 
eutrection-of the Jast, of a time of trouble 
and of future triumph for the piona. The 
cosmogony of Porsia is not the only point of 
of contact between Hebrew and Aryan be- 
Tiefa, The figure nf Satan, which appears 
in tho Bible only in works of the Persian 
period, formed s most important slement in 
the Mazdean religion. 

‘The monuments have aa yet told ua no- 
thing ofan Eden or of tha Fell of Man ; but 
thoy have transferred the infact hero float- 
ing inbis bulrash cradle, from the Nile to 
the Euphrates; and thie story is alav found 
in the Zenduveata at a later date. No monu- 
mants as yet speak of the Exodus: no re- 
cords of Moses, or David, or Solomon have 
bean found. Tho earliest known notice of 
the Hebrows (unless they appear in the 
Toll el Amarna tablets) belongs to the period 
of theirlater kings. [tis from their own 
monuments in the future that wa must hope 
to learn more. ‘Theauneiform tablets and 
the Moabite Stonoshow that, not only was 
Jehovah the sacred name among Hebrews 
in thepinth century B.C., but that it was 
also widely used in Syria and Assyria irom 
about the same period. 

‘ Nor do tho monumeuts hel 
plain difficulties iu the OF 
where thee are internal. The chronologi- 
cal errors of the Book of Kings (as 
they may be justly called on the evidence 
of self-ooniicting statements) may easily 
have arisen in copying, during the lapes 
of centuries ; but tho historical difficulties 
of the later books, espeoially Eather, Daniel, 
Ezra, and Nehemiah, are not so easily ex-
